THE METHODS OF PACKERS. 

Libby, McNeil & Libby, big food packing con- 
cern which is said to have been using typical high- 
pressure methods and tactics in its dealings with 
ping its fingers at the laws—in selling securities 
has been defying the State of California—snap- 
ping its fingers at the laws—i nselling securities 
in this State in violation of the Corporate Securi- 
ties Act, otherwise known as the Blue Sky Law. 

The company is alleged to have sold stock to 
employees in violation of the law on virtually a 
“buy-this-stock-or-lose-your-job” plan. 

The State Corporation Department, under the 
directions of Commissioner Edwin M, Daugherty, 
has for many months been endeavoring to have 
the company comply with the law so that its 
stock illegally sold in this State could be valid- 
ated, Notwithstanding every effort on the part 
of the department, the company has taken no 
steps to comply with the law and correct the 
situation, 

Hundreds of employees of this company in 
California have been almost compelled to pur- 
chase this stock or lose their jobs. It is said that 
subscriptions totaling $40,000 were taken from 
the men and women employees of the Sacra- 
mento plant alone. 

In Sacramento an employee of the company, 
father of a dozen children dependent upon his 
earnings for food and clothing, bought some of 
this stock from the company. 

Other employees of the food packing concern 
included an aged couple who contracted to pur- 
chase the company’s stock. Both of them, ac- 
cording to reports, were on the verge of suffering 
from privation during the cold, dreary winter. 
The company took from this aged couple the 
money which they could have used to buy food 
and wood and to provide shelter and clothing. 

It is alleged that after subscriptions were taken 
employees were laid off by the score. 

Another employee on the list of those who 
bought to save their jobs was a cripple who gave 
his meagre earnings—the few dollars that he was 
able to rake and scrape together—for shares of 
stock—and he was then placed on the laid-off list. 

Complaints by the score were brought to the 
Corporation Department against the actions of 
this company. Affidavits were prepared by former 
employees of Libby, McNeil & Libby giving in 
detail facts and data surrounding the sale to them 
in this State of stock by this company, which has 
repeatedly refused to comply with the laws of 
California and place itself upon the same plane as 
California corporations and other foreign corpora- 
tions by obtaining permission before selling its 
securities. 

These affidavits were placed in the hands of the 
proper authorities and complaints have been is- 
sued through District Attorney Hugh Bradford’s 
office in Sacramento charging Libby, McNeil & 
Libby, of Chicago, with a felony in violating the 
California law. 

The State Corporation Department has placed 
at the disposal of the District Attorney and his 
deputies, Clifford Russell and Romeo J. Hughes, 
who have had the direct handling of the entire 
matter, all the facilities of the Department to the 
end that the officers and higher-ups of this com- 
pany should answer to the law for the alleged 
violations, 

Commissioner of Corporations Edwin M. 
Daugherty has declared that he will leave no 
stone unturned to see that justice is done, and 
he will use every authority, every power and all 
the machinery at his disposal to this end.

In the press dispatches last week it appeared 
that the French General Confederation of Labor, 
which met at St. Etienne, France, went on record 
in favor of Soviet Russia and Bolshevism. This 
organization is not the old French General Con- 
federation of Labor, but is composed of the ex- 
tremist and radical factions that in the beginning 
of this year seceded and in some instances were 
expelled from the regular trade unions of France. 
The seceders adopted the word “unitarian” or 
“united” as part of the name of the national 
organize to emphasize the idea that they were 
opposed to a division in the trade union move- 
ment, although the only condition on which they 
were ready to remain loyal thereto was that they 
be given complete control of the offices and 
policies of the movement.

For eight weeks this newspaper, in co-operation 
with the International Labor News Service, has 
been publishing important news stories which 
have been suppressed by the daily press and the 
press associations. These stories have all been of 
first page value. Each story has been as impor- 
tant as any news story published during the eight 
weeks. Some have been sensational to a high 
degree. Al Ihave contained facts of vital impor- 
tance to the public welfare. Strangely, these 
stories have revealed facts which certain powerful 
interests do not like to have revealed. Some of 
these stories have been forced into print in daily 
newspapers following their publication by the 
labor press. It is the opinion of the International 
Labor News Service that there is a constant sup- 
pression of vital news and that only a militant 
effort on the part of the labor press of the United 
States can pry off the censorship of money power 
that now clamps down the lid on truth. This 
newspaper, together with the International Labor 
News Service and 126 other labor newspapers, 
has shown that there is suppression. It has not 
only pointed the accusing finger, but by eight 
specific examples it has proved its case. What has 
the daily press to say in explanation? What have 
the press associations to say? Or do they regard 
the explanation as being too obvious? The end 
is not yet. The people must know the truth! 


Reaction in the Saddle 


The present Congress is one of the most reactionary we have had to endure 
during the past fifteen or twenty years. Not since the days when Reed and 
Cannon dominated national legislation has there been a Congress so much to the 
liking of the interests that prey upon the people, yet these interests are not satis- 
fied and are planning to make the next Congress even more subservient to them. 
Instructions are being sent out by large national organizations representing these 


elements urging the membership to exercise particular care in making contribu- 
tions to the campaign funds of the two major parties, and particularly when donat- 
ing toward the expenses of individual candidates in order that no champion of 
the people may be aided in gaining a place in the next Congress. 

The special interests are always alive and watchful in their own behalf. They 
very frequently are enabled to carry their program through because of the lethargy 
of the people before the day of election. That is to say they strive to make the 
right kind of nominations on the party tickets at the primaries, and then when the 
general election time comes around they have little to worry about. It is a game, 
however, that the people should be able to play with even greater success if they 
would but devote a little time and attention to the selection of those candidates 
who can be depended upon to stand for a square deal for all alike. There are 
always candidates of this character looking for nominations, but the apathy of the 
large percentage of the voters usually results in their defeat and in the triumph 
of the minikins of greed. 

This condition of affairs must be changed, but such a desirable result cannot 
be attained unless the people are registered and prepared to go to the polls and 
vote. The registration in San Francisco is at this time disgracefully low, which 
is not a very encouraging sign concerning the interest many are likely to take in 
the approaching elections. It will be of no avail to let the tricksters control the 
primaries and then begin to cry about what they do after they have gained the 
victory. And it is a fact that about the only activity, in a political way, that 
thousands of citizens indulge in is the small privilege of criticising officials who 
have been ushered into office without their votes, They may get some little satis- 
faction out of that sort of conduct, but it is not conducive to good government, 
and those who are so careless of their rights as citizens properly should be denied 
even the privilege of making complaint, because the alert citizen is compelled to 
endure the results of the critic’s lack of thought and activity also. ‘Things in this 
world worth while are worth striving for, and surely honest, efficient, good gov- 
ernment for the people can be safely placed in the category of things worth having. 

With the special interests daily increasing their activities as the time for 


selecting governmental officers of all kinds approaches it behooves all those who 


believe in government based upon the consent of the governed to take note of 


coming events and be in a position to make their citizenship prerogatives effective 
by being qualified to cast their ballots for both candidates and measures that are in 
harmony with their principles and desires. 

Nothing can be accomplished by disinterested inaction, and the people abso- 
lutely can get what they want in this country if they will take interest enough 
in public affairs to exert their influence at election time by voting. To do this 
one must be prepared. Are you registered? 

To be qualified to exercise the privilege of voting for candidates at the primary 
election it is necessary that your name be on the register thirty days preceding 
that event. The primary this year occurs on August 29th, so that the time for 
registration is growing short. Bear this in mind and proceed at once to do your 
duty by registering.

The Union Printers Mutual Aid Society, which 
is composed of members of San Francisco and 
Oakland Typographical Unions and San Fran- 
cisco Mailers’ Union No. 18, will hold its annual 
election of officers at a meeting to be held Sun- 
day, July 9, at 2 o'clock p.m., in Union Hall, 
Labor Temple, Sixteenth and Capp streets. 

Labor education has received a considerable 
boost in Southern California as a result of a 
seventeen-day visit of David Weiss, A.M., 
director of the Labor College of San Francisco, 
to Los Angeles, Pasadena and San Diego. Mr. 
Weiss, who returned from his southern tour a 
week ago, is a member of San Francisco Typo- 
graphical Union. In a conference with Seth R. 
Brown, president of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor, Mr. Weiss outlined a plan that 
would divide the state into six sections, each in 
charge of a labor educational committee, which 
would have charge of all educational activities in 
its territory, A state educational committee, 
appointed or elected at the State Federation of 
labor convention, will co-operate with the local 
groups to aid in the organization of study and 
lecture classes and in the obtaining of instructors. 
President Brown favors an independent educa- 
tional body to be controlled and directed by or- 
ganized labor, according to Mr. Weiss. The edu- 
cational committee, however, will co-operate with 
any public body that wishes to aid in the labor 
movement in educating its members. In an ad- 
dress before the lederated Trades Council of San 
Diego, Mr. Weiss briefly outlined the importance, 
the need and the purpose of labor education. And, 
judging by the lively discussion and questions 
that followed the talk, delegates to the council 
will take the question up before their unions and 
attempt to organize at least one class to study 
labor economics and labor history. Labor condi- 
tions, especially in the building trades, are show- 
ing constant improvement in Southern California, 
said Mr. Weiss. The open shop campaign that 
was especially strong in Los Angeles and San 
Diego last spring is gradually losing force and 
being discredited by fair-minded employers. 

The reputation gained by the San Francisco

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Whereas, According to report of the registrar 
of voters of this city, the new registration this 
year falls short of the number for corresponding 
dates of two years ago, thereby indicating that 
unless the citizens of this community awake to a 
keener realization of their duties in the premises 
they will signally fail at the polls to préserve the 
State and national government in a condition at 
least partially responsive to the popular will; and 

Whereas, The forces of special privilege and 
political and industrial autocracy are gathering 
their forces in formidable strength and express- 
ing great confidence in winning a victory at the 
polls for their candidates subservient to their 
selfish interests and frankly opposed to present 
day ideals of social progress and the building up 
of a government dedicated to the cause of doing 
the greatest good to the greatest number; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, By the San Francisco Labor Council, 
in regular meeting assembled this 30th day of 
June, 1922, that we sincerely urge upon all affilia- 
ted unions and the citizenship in general, all men 
and women devoted to the public welfare, that 
they each and all make it their business for the 
coming few weeks to ask every person whom they 
meet and know this pertinent and important ques- 
tion: “My friend, are you registered?” for the 
purpose of calling out-as big a vote as possible 
of all friends of progress and thereby defeat the 
schemes of the forces of reaction to capture con- 
trol of the legislative, judicial and executive 
branches of our state and national government, 
a thing that must be prevented and that can be 
easily prevented if only every man and woman 
who knows the value of citizenship will avail 
himself or herself of the privilege given them 
under the constitutions of this country to cast a 
vote for the principles which they support and 
cherish. 

Report of Executive Committtee—In the matter 
of application for advice from the Metal Polish- 
ers’ Union, relative to an increase of 7% per cent, 
your committee recommends that the union take 
no action until the officers of the Council have 
an opportunity to arrange a conference with the 
employers on the subject matter. In the matter 
of request for advice and assistance from the 
Stove Mounters’ Union, your committee recom- 
mends that the Council endorse the proposed 
strike subject to the approval of its International 
Union. Report concurred in. 

Reports of Unions—Culinary Workers—White 
Lunches, Chris’s and Compton’s still unfair; have 
negotiated agreements for union shop conditions 
in all first-class houses. Boiler Makers—Are on 
strike at shipyards in San Francisco and vicinity. 

The chair introduced Mrs. Florence Lutz, who 
gave a dramatic reading from the 
“Lightning.” 

Auditing Committee—Reported favorably on all 
bills and warrants were ordered drawn for same. 

Receipts—$123.10. Expenses—$215.00. 

Council adjourned at 10:30 p.m.

John P. McLaughlin and P. H. McCarthy re- 
turned from the American Federation of Labor 
Convention the latter part of last week.

The Cooks’ and Waiters’ Unions have negoti- 
ated a renewal of their wage scales and working 
agreements with the managers of all class “A” 
hotels, cafes and restaurants in this city for an- 
other year, dating from September 1, 1922, ac- 
cording to announcement made today by Hugo 
Ernst, secretary of Waiters’ Union No. 30.

under a union agreement for the next twelve 
months, during which period there will be no 
change in wages, hours or. working conditions 
of the cooks and waiters. The agreement has 
been ratified by vote of the members of both the 
Cooks’ and the Waiters’ Unions. 

Organizer J. B. Dale of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has been in and out of the city two 
or three times during the past two weeks. He is 


‘at present busy in organizing the school teachers 


of Los Angeles and other cities in the southern 
part of the State. 


Harry Ryan, after spending some time in Los 
Angeles, has returned to his ranch in the Santa 
Cruz mountains. Labor Commissioner Walter 
Matthewson is also said to be refreshing himself 
in that section of the woods. 

Local trade unionists have been invited to at- 
tend the basket picnic to be held at Congress 
Springs, Santa Clara County, July 23, under the 
direction of the Women’s Union Label League of 
San Jose. 

The extension division of the University of 
California has invited the Labor Council to make 
suggestions for the course of lectures which the 
extension division plans to have delivered before 
the Council during the coming fall. 

A vote of thanks was given Representative John 
I. Nolan of San Francisco by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor at its recent convention in Cin- 
cinnati for the “good work” done by Nolan in 
“safeguarding the interests of labor in the House 
of Representatives,” where he is chairman of the 
committee on labor. 


“Contrary to reports published in several daily 
newspapers in which it was stated that the strike 
of timber workers at Klamath Falls had been 
called off, we wish it to be known that such is 
not the case and that it will not be called off 
until the eight-hour day is restored in the strike 
area. We further wish to make it known that 
we will order and support strikes in any other 
part of the country where the eight-hour day 
may be attacked and where the men involved will 
make a protest. In spite of the wholly unwar- 
ranted and uncalled for action of the Labor Com- 
missioner of the State of Oregon, the Klamath 
strike will be kept in full force and effect. The 
employers in that section have succeeded in re- 
cruiting a few strike-breakers, they would be bet- 
ter off if they did not have any of them, they are 
wholly incompetent and the employers are daily 
losing thousands of dollars in wasted timber and 
time loss. It is only the silly pride of the em- 
ployers that prevents the admission of their de- 
feat, and even that will melt in the face of long- 
continued losses,” says a bulletin of the union.
